The  Junior  Collegians  this  year  have  had  one  of  their  most  suc- 
cessful seasons  in  several  years.  The  first  semester  the  team, 
which  v.-as  composed  entirely  of  freshmen,  sailed  through  six 
straight  opponents  without  a  defeat.  The  second  semester  saw 
both  n£w  and  familiar  faces,  with  many  veterans  and  experienced 
ball  handlers  back  to  bolster  the  Wolves.  They,  too,  continued  the 
winning   streak   for   four   more   contests. 

The  ^'i  olves  were  handed  their  f.rst  defeat  by  Herzl  to  the 
tune  of  41  to  27.  This  was  immediately  followed  by  their  second 
defeat  by  the  Naval  Armory,  59  to  45.  This  was  considered  one 
of  the  best  service  teams  in  the  Chicago  area. 

The  Collegians  had  a  record  of  12  wins  and  3  losses.  They 
scored  a  total  of  73(3  points  in  15  games  for  an  average  of  43 
points  per  game,  while  their  opponents  scored  549  points  for  an 
average  per  game  of  36  points.  In  conference  play  they  were 
tcps,  with  an  8  and  1  record.

Tyrell.  Joliet  captured  first  place  in  the  conference  and  third 
in  the  state  tournament.
